CHRISTMAS DECORATIONS HELP 

It is to be hoped that Edmonton and 
Edmonton people will this year go in as 
strongly for decorating the streets and 
public places and the exteriors of business 
houses and residences as in recent Christ- 
mas seasous. The odd jobs thus proyided 
will be welcomed by unemployed men. And 
appropriate and attractive schemes can be 
carried out at no great expense, the effect 
of which would be to give a gala appear- 
ance to the town and to stimulate the 
spirit of cheerfulness. 

The latter is in the circumstances no 
less desirable than the former. Canadians 
are suffering just now from a lack of 
faith and hope that is somewhat akin to 
the “defeatism” of war days. With the 
savings accounts in the banks piled full of 
money, and warehouses piled full of food 
and clothing and all sorts of necessities, 
they are curiously lacking in confidence. 
Anything that will help to dispel the pre- 
railing “dumps” and create an atmosphere 
of good cheer deserves encouragement 
and co-operation. 


HOW MUCH SUPPORT? 

Speaking in Calgary, Mr. Duggan, 
Conservative leader in provincial politics, 
said it ig a fortunate thing at this time for 
Alberta that there is in Ottawa a premier 
who has promised support to the western 
provinces “not only in regard to relief but 
in the ordinary expenditures of govern- 
ment.” 

The inference that Mr. Bennett is do- 
ing something exceptional, and more than 
another premier might do, is plain, but is 
also far-fetched. Faced with the present 
conditions, no federal government with any 
conception of public responsibility, or even 
of political sagacity, would with-hold sup- 
port from the provinces, east and west, 
when that is required. 

But before the cheering gets too loud 
it is in order to ask just how far the Do- 
minion Government intends to go in the 
matter of supporting the provinces? The 
Financial Post may be accepted as likely 
to be informed on that subject. In the 
last issue of that paper there is published 
an article the substance of which is that 
Mr. Bennett will intervene, where and 
when that is necessary, to save a province 
from having to default on its undertak- 
ings, but that he will do nothing further to 
assist provincial financing. 

The plain meaning of which is that if 
any province cannot meet a bond payment 
the Dominion will arrange to carry the 
load until its position improves, but this is 
the limit of the support the provincial gov- 
ernments can look for. According to this 
exposition of the matter the only ‘“‘ordin- 
ary expenses of government” the Dominion 
will take care of for the provinces are ex- 
penses of past years which have been 
converted into bonds which the provinces 
cannot for the time meet. For present 
and future expenses the provincial author- 
ities will have to take care of themselves, 
by borrowing if they can, or by increasing 
taxes if they cannot borrow. 

This is a quite different proposition 
than that the Dominion should guarantee 
the provinces at the banks or by some 
other arrangement provide for their cur- 
rent and future money requirements. 
If the Post knows what it is talking about 
the Dominion Government has no notion 
of doing anything of the kind. 


EDMONTON TELLS THE COMMISSION 


The representations which were made 
at Edmonton to the Commission that is in- 
vestigating the transportation situation 
were in keeping with those the Commis- 
sion is likely to hear at other western 
points, in regard to the general aspect of 
the subject. 

Attention was called to the extent to 
which motor truck and bus competition 
has taken business away from the rail- 
ways, without the owners of these carriers 
having to provide themselves with a right- 
of-way or contribute to the upkeep of the 
highways in proportion to the damage they 
do to the ic roads. The trend of 
things throughout the west is much the 
same in this respect, and similar repre- 
sentations may be expected to be made at 
other western centres. 

The Commission was reminded that 
Edmonton has a local and sptcial claim 
upon the National Railways that has 
never been made good. In virtue of an 
agreement made a quarter of a century 
ago, the shops at Calder should be and 
should have been the general repair shops 
for the rolling stock of the National lines 
in central and northern Alberta. That un-

There was also among the submissions 
made at Edmonton an emphatic declara- 
tion that no change should be made in the 
status of the National Railways that 
would violate the principle of public own- 
ership, The circumstances aside, it would 
be rather remarkable that such a repre- 
sentation should be thought to be necess- 
: But this declaration, made at this 
time, is nothing more than the expression 
of an apprehension that is widespread in 
the west, and growing rapidly, that behind 
this investigation there is a project to in- 
terfere in some way with the position or 
the operation of the National Railways. 

That apprehension may have origin- 
ated in some lively or biassed imagination. 
But tt has been given credibility and wings 
by the curious train arrangements provid- 
ed for in the recently issued time-tables of 
the National system. In Alberta, as in 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba, these time- 
tables have been so arranged that trains 
om the branch lines do not connect with 
the trains on the main line. That is the 
case in almost, if not every, instance. 

All this may be no more than an un- 
happy coincidence. But it has given cur- 
rency to the feeling that the interests of 
the National Railways are being under- 
mined, and to the suspicion that some- 
where in the higher circles of politics and 
finance there is a deep-laid scheme to de- 
stroy the efficiency and independence of 
that system. This suspicion being widely 
prevalent, and rapidly spreading and 
strengthening, it was proper that it should 
be called to the attention of the investigat- 
ing Commission at Edmonton; whose posi- 
tion and progress require that the Na- 
tional shall remain what it has been, an 
effective and enterprising competitor for 
the transportation business of the west.

Loss of Hip Cartilege 

Question: J. McJ. writes: “The car- 
tilege of my right hip joint is gone 
Do you advise an operation or what 
to relieve the pain?

Answer: You do not say just what 
caused the loss of your cartilege in 
your hip joint, and it is therefore dif 
ficult to advise you. If caused by 
arthritis, the pain could be relieved 
by dieting 4nd heat treatments. If 
caused by tubercular infection, the dis- 
ease should be cleared up by sani- 
tarlum methods instead of by opera- 
tion.
